in Indiana is not only subject to a 
fine, hut also to the cost of cutting! 
at a rate specified by law. 
Many farm er' have been under the 
impression that the Canada thistle 
laws are no longer in effect in India­ 
na because the laws designate* road 
supervisors as enforcing officers, and 
this ollice no longer exists in the m a­ 
jority of Indiana counties. 
The same law by which the ollice 
of road supervisor wa' abolished 
provides that the duties of the super­ 
visor must lie taken over 
by 
the 
towliship trustees. 
Recent opinion■> of Attorney Gen­ 
eral V. S. Lesh regarding interpreta­ 
tion' of the law arc included in the 
book.

KILLED DALLAS CALMES 


Unidentified 
Hang-Man 
Cut 
The 
Rope That Sent Two Men to Their 
Deaths Simultaneously 


Amite, La., May 0 —As the elo-k 
at the Amite 
court 
house 
tower 
tolled twelve o'clock, the death march 
of six Italians -cnteneed tu 
hang 
for the murder of Dallas C'almes be­ 
gan. 
An unidentified hang-man wearing 
a uia-k, which was -imply a square 
of black -ilk cloth with two sht- cut 
for the eye-, took his position at the 
•‘chopping block" with a keen bladed 
av to sever the ropes which 
were 
hanging it» the gallows, to send two 
men to their deaths simultaneously. 


Seven oflieiai wifnesses took chairs 
in the* small wall enclosure around 
the scaffold. 
Outside the wait a crowd number­ 
ing thousand- was held hack by two 
companies of militia men standing 
shoulder to shoulder. 
Two priesls took their position be­ 
hind Nutalc Dcamore and Ray Leona, 
tht first of flu* six to go to the gal- 
low-.

terror from the scene, hiding from all 
eye- in th e kitchen of the jail until 
tht* b odie s could be cut down and the 
second pair brought on.

Carres Out Previously Announced 


Intentions to Issue; $30,000 in 
Bonds to Pay for Improvements 


T.O TAKE 7 PERCENT LOANS 


Will Pay For New Combination Pum- 


per and City Building Improve- 
ments—New Addition Annexed 


The bond issue for ..$30,000 to pay 


debts and to meet future expenses of 
the city, was 
launched Thursday 


night when the city council continued 
their session from Tuesday 
night, 


and the bond ordinance was passed, 
setting out all provisions of plan to 
be followed in the payment of the 
•bonds. 


The bond issue is necessary 
to 


meet certain obligations that con- 
front the .city and the issue will ex- 
tend over a long period of years, 
bearing interest at the rate, of 5 per 
«-e.nt, and in denominations of $500. 
The bonds will be paid on the first 
of June and first of December, and 
the date of sale will lie decided upon 
at the next meeting of the council. 


The coujicil went on record 
ap- 


proving the purchase of an Ahrens- 
Fox 750 gallon, triple combination 
pumper, which will be delivered as 
soon as the bonds are sold. The con- 
tract calls for delivery within 30 
days. 


The contract price for the truck, 


will be paid out of the bond issue, 
and the city hall will be improved to 
meet conditions necessary to prevent 
it from a complete collapse. The rest 
of tlu- bund issue will be used to pay 
off notes on borrowed money at 
7 


percent from the banks, and to be 
used for tin- city's expense in the 
•i-oustruction of Morgan street, and 
other street repairs which will 
lie 


necessary this fall. A bond issue will 
give the-city the money at a lower 
rate of interest, and extend the loan 
over a long period of years. 


The plat for the, Stewart 
and 


Stewart Memorial park addition to 
the city of Rushvill* was approved 
by the council, and the annexed ter- 
ritory of 100 city lots is now a part 
of the city plat, and the promoters of 
the addition will go forward 
with 


plans for the sale of the lots. 


The addition will be completely 


sewered by the owners. They pre- 
sented to the council their plan for 
extending the sewer system through 
out the new part, and the matter

An unidentified hang-man "wearing 


a mask, which was simply a square 
)f bhick silk; cloth with two slits cut 
'or the eyes, took his position at the 
'chopping block" with a- keen bladed 
ix to sever the ropes which 
were 


langinjr iii'the gallows, to send two 
nen to their deaths simultaneously. 


Seven ollieiai witnesses took chairs 


n the small wall enclosure around 
.he scaffold. 


Outside the waii a crowd numbcr- 


ng thousands was held back by two 
companies of militia men standing 
shoulder to shoulder. 
'. 


Two priests took their position be- 


lind Natale Deamore and Ray Leona, 
the first of, the six to go to the gal- 
ows. Deamore was singing "Nobody 
Knows. Nobody seems 
to care," as 


he priest led him toward the scaf- 
'old. Leona walked bravely shouting 
"Good-bye. Good-bye everyone." The 
:ioose were quickly adjusted, the only 
sound was the miinbling prayer of 
the priest. 


iVs Deamore shouted "I am Going 


:o Heaven" the hangman rose and his 
ax west flashing in the sunshine. The 
traps were sprung and the two men 
went to instant death with 
broken 


necks at 12:01. The hangman ran in 
terror from the scene, hiding from all 
eyes in the kitchen of the jail until 
the bodies could be cut down and the 
second pair brought on. 


While waiting the passage of the 


twenty minutes required 
by 
the 


Louisiana law 
before 
the 
bodies 


could be cut 
down, consternation 


was caused among officials and wit- 
nesses by a deputy who rushed from 
the jail and shouted Aridies Leman- 
tia,: one of the six prisoners' had 
stabbed himself. 


The physicians rushed to the cell 


and after a superficial examination 
declared -Lemantia's wound 
would 


prove fatal within a few minutes. Of- 
ficials rushed him toward the scaf- 
fold in a race to beat death. 


•Having regained his courage the 


hangman was escorted from

prison kitchen to hack tbc

which took two more men to

Farm Conditions Were 


Better During Past Year 


Chicago, May 9—Farm conditions 


wore somewhat better during: 1923 
than in the preceding year, it was in- 
dicated tuday by the annual report 
of the International Harvester Com- 
luiuy. 


For the first time i:i three years the 


•company 
earned 
something more 


than the cash dividend requirements, 
the report stated. Net earnings dur- 
ing 19-3 totaled $10,274,376 com- 
pared with .$0,540,767 in 1922. 


"The volume of domestic trade in 


Hie first half of 1923 showed satis- 
factory improvement over the cor- 
responding period of 1922, but con- 
ditions for the last half of the year 
were not so satisfactory',"' President 
AJex Lcgge sai<L:'"A further, decline- 
in the market prices of grain and 
livestock and the closing of a large 
number of banks in the rural dis- 
tricts, especially in the northwest, 
also restricted trade. 


•There is still a great disparity 


between the prices the American far- 
mer receives for his produce and the 
prices he must pay for manufactured 
slides. Until this spread is reduced 
the agricultural implement industry 
cannot expect a return to normal 
conditions." 


More than one half of the total 


business for 1923 represents sales in 
foreign countries. The foreign trade 
prospects for 1924 indicates a fur- 
ther gain, he stated.
